*T*HE National Irrigation, the,organ of the nation- 
* al association of that name, truly says, there is 


only one way by which the national government 
can be assurred that its appropriations will fulfill 
the purpose of promoting home builders, and that 
is to reserve every acre for which water is made 
available by government reservoirs or canals, for 
actual settlers who will go upon the land and make 
it their permanent home. But this ib what the "ad- 
vocates ot national aid to irrigation," who pie not 
in harmony with the National Irrigation Association 
oppose, and are attempting to prevent. The Mon- 
dell bill in the last session of Congress, and the 
State engineer's bill prepared by Engineer Boyd of 
Wyoming, make no reservation of the land for ac- 
tual settlei-s, and should either bill become a law, 
the moment it was known that a reservoir or a can- 
al was to be built to provide water for any govern- 
ment land, the last acre of land that could be irriga- 
ted from it would be gobbled up by speculators un- 
der the script or desert land location. This would 
be done long before any actual settlers could by 
any possibility locate their homes upon it. The re- 
sult would be "national aid to irrigation" would be 
enjoyed by a few speculators who would thus de- 
feat the whole purpose of Congress and divert a 
great national movement to their selfish personal 
gain and would destroy the entire national irriga- 
tion movement. It would be -, land grabbing prop- 
osition solely, and if a single appropriation were 
made for national irrigation works and the lands ir- 
rigable therefrom, were all absorbed by speculators, 
as they would be. instead oi going to home "builders, 
the national policy would be set back ten years. 
The confidence of the people of the east, who were 
beginning to look favorabh upon the policy, would 
be destroyed. 


The bill introduced b> Mr. New lands at the last 


session, and which will be remtroduced, with per- 
haps a few changes, at the coming one, meets the 
approbation of the National lingation Association 
and will be supported by the congressional repre- 
sentatives in both houses from the arid land sections, 
«xcpt those from Wyoming who appear to be in 
with the land grabbing scheme, which is the great- 
est obstacle apparently, that the real friends of a 
legitimate proposition for home builders will have 
to contend with. The New lauds bill will probably 
be the only measure, in the real interest of the arid 
land sections and actual settlers that will come be- 
fore Congress, at the coming session 
It is confi- 


dently believed that President Roosevelt will recom- 
mend nationaj irrigation in general terms in his 
forthcoming message and everything would look fa- 
vorable for something substantial and beneficial be- 
ing done, but for the jobbery outlined in the bills we 
have alluded in the second paragraph of this arti- 
cle. 
If Senator Stewart was correctly reported in 


the interview published in the Virginia Chronicle
